FOREIGN FIELDS. 


Politics Badly Demoralized 
in England, 


On Account of Lord Churchill’s Sud- 
‘den Change of Base. 


Gladstone’s Return to Office Antici- 
pated by the Liberals. 


Many Nihilists Arrested in Russia—The Pepe 
Denounces the Italian Government— Rigors 
of a Winter in Germany— 
Notes from Abroad.

Lonwon, Dec. 23.—[By Cable.| Lord 
Salisbury had a long conference today with 
the Rf. Hon. W. H. Smith, Secretary of 
State for war, and Sir Frederick Ponsonby, 
The Prime Minister returned to Hatfield 
House this evening. The Queen summoned 
Lord Randolph Churchill and Lord George 
Hamilton, first Lord of the Admiralty, to 
‘Windsor on Tuesday. Failing to reconcile 
Lord Randolph to the Cabinet’s views, the 
Queen gave him time to consider the points 
at issue. Lord Salisbury was aware of 
Lord Randolph's decision yesterday morn- 
ing, and the matter was whispered 
at a ball given at Hatfield House 
last evening. Lord Randolph's premature 
divulgence of his decision to the Times is 
considered a breach of faith. Matthews, 
llome Secretary, is the only member of the 
Cabinet whose resignation is considered 
probable, but the Rt. Hon. C. T. Richie, 
President of the Local Government Board 
and Mr. W. L. Jackson, Financial Seere- 
tary of the Treasury, who share Lord 
Randolph's views, may possibly retire. 
Lord Randolph, in an interview today, said 
that histhealth was better than it had been 
for months past. His decision to retire, be 
said, was the result of due deliberation, 
and arose from no ill-temper or weariness 
of office. 

WILL SUPPORT SALISBURY. 

LoNvoN, Dee. 23.—Lord Randolph 
Churchill authorizes the statement that he 
will continue to give a general support to 
the government, and on disputed questions 
in Parliament will hold aloof rather than 
oppose the government, avoiding every- 
thing that might tend to jeopardize the 
entente between the Tories and Liberals on 
unionist principles. It is reported that 
Lord Salisbury has renewed his offer of the 
Premiership to Lord Hartington, he himself 
roposing to take the foreign portfolio, and 
lord Hartington to have the right to select 
a portion of the Cabinet. 

CHURCHCHILL DENOUNCED. 

The Carlton and other Conservative clubs 
are almost deserted tonight, owing to the 
holidays, but the few members remaining 
give unlimited expression to their fury 
against Churehill, stigmatizing him as a 
traitor, who will be forever unworthy of the 
party’s confidence. The Conservative As 
sociation im Lord Randolph's constituency 
is arranging for the appointment of a com- 
mittee to call upon Lord Randolph and de- 
mand of him an explanation of his conduct. 

THE LIBERALS REJOICE. 

An informal meeting of Gladstonians was 
held at the National Liberal Club tonight. 
There was much rejoicing over the prospec- 
tive break up of the Conservative-Unionist 
coalition, and the hope was expressed that 
the gradual appreach of a Churchill-

will result, in the course of the coming ses- 
sion of Parliament, in the return of Glad- 
stone to office. 

PARNELL INTERVIEWED. 

Lonpon, Dec. 23.—A reporter called on 

Parnell at the Euston Square Hotel this 
evening.

The Standard announces that Lord Ran- 
dolph Churehill, in his letter of resignation 
to Lord Salisbury, gave as the sole reason 
for resigning his unwillingness to accept the 
naval and military estimates. 

SALISBURY WILL NOT RESIGN, 

LONDON, Dec. 23.—The Daily News says: 
“We understand that Lord Salisbury has 
asked Lord Hartinton for assistance. The 


idea that he will resign is absurd. 
lord Salisbury is not the sort 
of a man to admit publicly, that 


he cannot conduct affairs without Churchill. 
Churchill may now possibly join the Liber- 
als. Gladstone would without doubt ac- 
cept his friendship, as he has ever had a 
kindly feeling for Churchill, in spite of his 
monstrous language.” 

A NIWILIST PLOT. 

St. Pererspura, Dee. 23.—The govern- 
ment has discovered the existence of an ex- 
tensive Nihilist organization, the members 
of which are principally workmen in large 
factories in this city, Moscow and Vlatimir. 
Many members of the organization have 
been arrested, 

THE POPE'S COMPLAINT. 

Dee. 23.—The Pope, receiving 
Christmas congratulations from the College 
of Cardinals, spoke at some length of the 
position of the church in Italy. He protested 
against the anti-clerical movement, which is 
being carried on in the country, and said 
that the Holy See was now despoiled of the 
last remnant of its patrimony. The only lib- 
erty left to him was that held by the Roman 
pontiffs in the earliest ages. The Italian 
government, he declared, had assisted the 
laity in unduly interfering with the admin- 
istration of the ehureh, had expelled re- 
ligious bodies and had tolerated an organized 
hostility against the Vatiean. As the head 
of the church, he must continue.to protest 
against the position in which he is placed. 

GERMANY SNOW-BOUND. 

Bern, Dee. 23.—The snowstorm has 
ceased, The railway blockade at Dresden 
and Leipsie continues. Postal service by 
sledges was started today between Chemnitz 
and Leipsicand other centers. A telegram 
from Chemnitz says that coal and provis- 
ions are very searce there and that there is 
great want of cattle for slaughter. 


A CHALLENGE. 


Shaefer, the Billiardist, Finds a 
Solid Backer.

Natugal Gas — Petroleum Oil—Manu- 
factures. 


A dispatch from Maysville, Ky., says 
that dontracts are being made witha 
view to piping, from Martin county, 
West Virginia, to Cincinnati, natural 
gas fnom two wells, the estimated tlow 
- of which, for three years, has been 
16,000.000 cubic feet daily. The dis- 
tance is 200 miles and the contracts are 
with ¢itizens of towns en route—Cat- 
letitsburg, Ashland, Portsmouth, Iron- 
ton and Maysville—to take gas at a 
certain per cent. below present fuel 
rates; The gas is to be delivered at 
' Maysville within 18 months. Remark- 
img upon this matter the Columbia 
Dispatch says: “This experiment 
will (be watched with interest. 
It is. in the hands of Cincinnati 
capitalists. If they are successful, 
nothing stands in the way of piping gas 
from ‘Hancock county to Columbus—a 
distaiice of 80 miles—except a possible 
failure of the wells. Gas is promised 
im Toledo by March Ist. Toledo is 25 
ex 30 miles from the gas field. A recent 
mterview with a Steubenville coal 
eperator shows that while the local 
patronage of the neighboring coal 
mines ts affected to some extent by the 
imtroduction of fuel gas, it does not 
seriously affect the coal business, as 
may persons continue to use coul, and 
the shipments to non-producing gas 
regious are as usual.”’ 

Natural gas in paying quaitities has 
mot yet been discovered or developed 
im California, although there are not 
wanting evidences of its existence in 
many) spots, none of which are near 
Angeies. Petroleum oil wells are 
and prolific, and the con- 
struction of pipe lines in various di- 
rectidus is beginning to reduce the 
price of the raw product, which is a 
goo steam producer, so that the facil- 
ities (for manufacturing here are on 
the increase. <A pipe line from New- 
hall to the sea—eighty miles—is on the 
way. and another from the Puente oil

Heading for the Bay. 


The Oakland Enquirer says: “ There 
are various rumors in circulation about 
a railroad on the west side of the San 
Joaquin Valley, and it seems to be a 
fact that a survey party is now running 
aline there. The fact probably is that 
the Atlantic and Pacific are investigat- 
ing various possible routes from Los 
Angeles to Francisco. Some 
months ago it had a coast line sur- 
veyed, and now it is looking into the 
advantages of the interior route.” The 
Atlautic and Pacitic—or, more properly, 
the Atchison line—is bound to go toSan 
Francisco sooner or later, but its course 
will, in all probability, be by the coast. 
The ditliculties of building may possibly 
be greater here than in the great in- 
terior basin of California, but the 
advantages of the coast route, the 
greater productiveness of the soil, and 
the larger capacity of the coast region 
for the sustenance of a numerous 
population are advantages that will 
offset many times the  addi- 
tional cost of building through 
the most salubrious and pleasant sec- 
tion of the Pacitic coast. The connect- 
ing, link by link, of the, detached 
chains of railroad which already exist 
along the coast, or a little way back 
of the seashore, is a thing so natural 
and feasible that its accomplishment 
may reasonably be anticipated in the 
near future, or, to speak more 
classically, in the saccharine futurity. 


“The EKver-ready Pistol.” 


This is the heading of a leading edi- 
torial in the San Francisco Examiner, 
the drift of which shows how serious a 
thing the increase of murder and other 
crimes of violence in that city has be- 
come. The Examiner says: “It is 
hardly a sarprise to the people of this 
city to be furnished with the details of 
another tragedy. They have come to 
expect the story of fast-recurring mur- 
der as one of the unfailing incidents of 
everyday life. A day without a homi- 
cide is one to be remembered in San 
Francisco; as so remarkable and sur- 
prising as to cause people to wonder 
what can be the reason of it.” 

After dwelling upon the almost daily 
occurrence of murder in the metropolis 
of the coast, the Examiner concludes: 

The real root of all this evil is found in 
the delays and continuanees whieh the 
courts allow to the criminals. The excite- 
ment incident to crime is permitted to die 
out months and often years before the 
depredator is brought to trial. By that time 
the community has lost its coneeption of 
the magnitude of the offense; witnesses, 
harassed by endless delays, have dispersed, 
and in the end the murderer goes free. This 
encourages other miscreants to follow his 
example, and so the often-endcted tragedy 
of bloodshed and violence goes on from day 
to day. The most frivolous pretext is held 
sufficient to postpone a murder trial. One 
criminal wants to engage a lawyer who has 
just returned from Utah, who is too fatigued 
to appear in court at present. Another 
Walts time to send to Russia for proof that 
his grandfather's grandmother once showed 
signs of insanity. A third has developed a 
corn on his big toe, and desires his case con- 
tinued until he can obtain the services of a 
chiropodist. And so this legal farce goes 
on in contempt of law and to the shame 
and wonder of a civilized community. The 
question of vital import now is, how long 
will this satire upon common sense and 
this caricature on justice be allowed free 


sway. 

There is too much truth in these 
strictures. ‘The laws’ delays” are 
proverbial. We believe that one de- 


liberation is necessary to attain the 
ends of justice, but when justice is 
sought to be defeated by the intermin- 
able delays which characterize so many 
criminal trials, it is trifling with both 
law and justice. These should be rea- 
sonably speedy and less costly than 
they are.
